Uepuhlicati.-i have responded with their own 
demonstrations of integrity, and the exchange of 
claims and counterclaims often has left liUle 
room for much else. Candidates who have tried 
to liillt alxtut legislation have found themselves 
ixjgged down In debate over how much they arc 
worth, how much they puy M tuxes and how 
many of their contributions huve come from out 
of state, 

Inflation has turned up In nearly everj- cam- 
paign, but as u lopic rather than an issue. 

■.literal Democrats us well as conservative 
Republicans are poyinB tip service to economic 
orthodoxy, hut sources hi most states say there Is 
little evidence that Republican claims of 
con(UX>sslonul over»pendln|; uru any more or less 
convincing than Democratic claims of 
presidential mismanagement. 

TJio current election Is likely lo produce some 
newcomers who will play n role in national 
politics for years to come. Rep. Hugh L. Caroyls 
favored to defeat Republican Gov. Malcolm 
Wilson In New York, giving Demirerats control of 
the statchousc in Albany for the first time since 

And In California. Secretary of Slate I^dmund 
G. Drown J. leads Repuhlicun Huuslon 1, 
Fioumoy for the governorship Ixiing vacated by 
Republican Ronald Reagan. Carey and llnmii 
could have a lot to say alwul who the next 
IJomocratIc presidential nominee will l>e.

Hailey turbine plant causes noise, odors

HALIEY — Odors and noise from the gasoline 
turbine plant .located north of llniley arc 
creating problnns. according to ncightmrs 
noorby, ■ _ 

Most, however, say they have adjas'ted to the 
, muffled roar of the 50 KW generator Idaho 
Power constructed lhls„summer. One man who 
has slept outside near the plant all summer said 
the noise "was not lo had.'* 

Tom Cooper, who Is constructing a log cabin ' 
across US 93 from Ihe new plant, said when the 
generator Is turned on "11 runs pretty quiet and 
at least ir^ not asliad as 1 had anticipated." 

Qwpersaldhe was afraid with the approach of 
winter the sound ^Duld Increase with ihe lo5.s at 
foliage from trees and bushes. 

Cooper said the sound u'as not ncnriy as t)ad as 
the smoke from initial attempts l>y Idaho Poncr 
lo gel the plant In operating condition. He said he 
was aware of. the engineering and technical 
problems involved but said the plnnl on occasion 
"would smoke tor hours." 

The latest Inc'lilcnl happened last week. The 
turbine refused to accept a No. 2 distlltatc fuel oil 



In place of the natural gas It was using, John 
llaroain, safety cngj,necr with Idaho Power said 
■ theturtilnc'lloodeaoul." 

The smoke Irritated itearliy .residents. 
Mrs. Mary l<ouisc Martin, who lives on Deer 
Creek near the |dant. said she could sec the 
smoke from her window. 

"It was really bad. she snld. "1 couldn't 
believe It. At first it was low deep dense cloud 
that cast a shadow much like In an ccltpsc. It 
came lilllowlng out of the turt)lnc hut didn't last 
longbcfore II started lodrlft toward Hoilcy." 

She said the cloud eventually drifted over 
Hallcy ond was noatlnfl toh'ard.Bcllevue. 

"It was very dense right over this entire 
area." she said. "This is sickening." she con- 
tinued, "If the planning and zoning commission 
ailou's this kind of thing from lilg cnrporntloiui 
without some assurances It won't happen 



D. A. McWUIIs, who lives south of the hew 
sul>slation. said the huge cloud of smoke drifted 
directly over his house. 

"1 didn'l know where il came from." McWillls 
said. '*I thought the highway lintch plant had 
started up again.

Mrs. Seal said "If I knew what It was going tn 
be like 1 would hove fought it." 

An odor from the plant, either ga.solinc or fuel 
oil, permeates her house, she said. In addition, 
she said stw was awakened at 3 a.m. one mor- 
ning by Ihe" roor" fromthelurblne. 

The house, she said. Is well Insulated to the 
point the Seals cannot hear cars drive Into the 
yard. 

Mrs. June MQllea, who lives acrOs.s US 'Xi from 
the plant, agreed with Mrs. Sea! Ifial the plant 
can he heard and that odors from the plant enter 
her home. 

The Idggcst complaint Is the dn^ In the value 
of the Mallca property, she said. "With the plant 
there this place Is not worth nearly as much as it 
was before," she said.
